Indistinguishable from her brethren in the swamps, she heads for 
the city where,’ to mingled astonishment, chagrin and delight, she stops traffic, 
consumes a vegetable cart, bathes in the city fountain, parks at a fire hydrant and 
requires an army or people to push her through the jail entrance. Relieved to be 
back with her fellow hippos, Veronica's exciting stories gain her a special place 
among her own kind. These hilarious events visualized in sublimely mirthful colored 
illustrations make this a real winner.

At the height of their relationship 
Outcast is unjustly and tragically shot for supposedly harming a neighbor's sheep, a 
serious offense in these parts. Caleb's resentment against the real sheep killer, another 
animal, is not so entrenched as to allow him to watch the animal die, and so he saves the 
monster and discovers his own "streak" of goodness. This, rather than the new pup he re- 
ceives is the redeeming human factor. Flavorful dialect enriches an already colorful 
regional flavor but it is the author's sensitivity to man and beast alike that makes this 
outstanding reading.

Picking a new dream was no easy matter for Beany Malone whose illustrious father 
and brother were leading lights in the newspaper world and who was certain that with high 
school graduation she would become columnist Eve Baxter's assistant. How painful was the 
realization arrived at through a discussion with Eve that unlike her family, Beany's 
talents lay in the direction of action, rather than writing. When young Carlton, her 
neighbor, suggests welfare work at Lilac Way Recreation Center, Beany is not enthralled 
but she is willing. The problems she meets in working as a group leader with foreign born 
teenagers are overcome slowly so that much later, Beany reaps the intangible rewards of @ 
her job. Elena, who "borrowed" a bracelet for the outing needs guidance of a different sort 
than does the boy who really suffers from sticky fingers. The enmity between Beany and 
Ofila could not be resolved and is brought to a climax when Beany passes the life-saving 
test. There is romance too, as the friendship with the boy next door takes a new color. 
This is a competent if somewhat shallow depiction of welfare work as well as one girl's 
success in it.

* A sports story writer of long standing, William Gault tackles the difficult 
subject of finding a workable balance between football and scholarship and imposing a 
rational perspective on the game in the plot of his new book. Set in a small midwestern 
college, the drama.is enacted among Marlowe's team members. Mark, the central character, 
has been granted an athletic scholarship but he fully recognizes the importance of educa- 
tion. Bud, a wealthy player from Texas, views football as a game, not a world, much to 
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the chagrin of Ed, a poor boy, for whom failure has always meant disaster. Amid the 
fast paced on-the-field action, fiery disputes arise among the boys resolved sradually 
as understanding sets in. The point made repeatedly is that football can be dangerous 
when it transcends the boundaries of a game. Thought-provoking values stressed here 
may help straighten the path for aspiring athletes, but the absence of substantial 
reference to academics pays mere lip service to this aspect of the story. As sports 
stories go, however, this has something to say.

* Reminiscing from his exalted position as "the Queen's Justice of the High 
Court of the Admiralty in the Year of our Lord 1589", Davy goes back to his boyhood 
days in Ireland when with his father, the great pirate Captain of the Ros-Spa and 
his swashbuckling friend Con O'Daniel, they commanded the surrounding waters, pillaging 
any hated English vessel in the vicinity until the last bloody battle which takes the 
Captain's life and brings Davy, unconscious, to Bradley House in England, as a guest 
of the English Admiral Sir Henry, a great admirer of Davy's father. Despite excellent 
treatment, Davy resents his host and escapes to his Grandfather's home where to his 
utter amazement he is taken prisoner. A second rescue by Sir Henry convinces Davy 
who his friends are and he settles down to a life at Oxford where he is trained as a 
great barrister. Once on the Bench and in social circles dominated by Sir Francis 
Drake, Sir Walter Raleigh and Queen Elizabeth, Davy comes to know the indefinable 
lines between Irish pirates and wealthy "privateers" protected by law. Thus, although 
law dictates that he condemn his old friend Con, in the dark of night that law is 
revoked by the hand of a truer justice. A unique and thrilling plot, skillfully 
handled, particularly in the shading of characterization of both heroes and villains.

This fills a gap in the fiction of athletics... Once a member of a pro-

His 
second chance comes when during inter-session, he accepts an offer to pinch hit in 

a major league and remains as a full-time player, out to vindicate his old reputa- 
tion. His comeback is tainted with foul play however and a shameful total of 68 
minutes spent in the penalty box. Seriously injuring another player, Marty is forced 
to re-examine his game and in a last effort to redeem himself he plays a game of 
exhausting defensive hockey, presumably the cleanest kind of all. The story is based 
on an understanding of hockey and for that purpose the author offers a complete ex- 
planation at the beginning.

The slump hits an unpredictable low when Jerry, accompanied by his delight- 
ful friend Waldo, is farmed out to the Terriers, a good team now threatened with 
bankruptcy. Probing the ins and outs of his game and his own personal reactions, 
Jerry embarks on a campaign to improve his battinz average. He finds the solution, 
not with bat in hand, but oddly under the stiff discipline of a golf. club.

Poor 
and discouraged, the family of three are transformed into a wealthy and noble group after 
killing the wise old rooster, Alektryo. The ring of Solomon encased originally in the 
rooster's throat is responsible for this change of fate as well as for a number of sub- 
sequent miraculous acts. The story is written in language suitable for teenagers, though 
a few younger children may be able to listen to it with comprehension, despite the formal 
terminology, scattered verse and some difficult concepts.

The substance of this novel is devoted to demonstrating that its two main 
characters are, in every aspect of their lives, self-deceivers.

An 
orphan, at 8 years of age he developed a condition of hysterical bleeding which was 
immediately promoted as a stigmata by a homosexual journalist who became the boy's 
guardian. The two travelled about together exhibiting the wounds for a fee until 
Volk was 24 at which time he became a Christian Scientist and moved to the south of 
London where he is involved with the O'Manneys. Nick O'Manney is a worthless cockney 
whose most significant experience occurred as a soldier in Cyrprus when he shot his 
only friend by mistake. O'Manney, jobless for months until he becomes a public 
lavatory janitor, spends his time trying to persuade people that he is a war hero and 
superior to the kind of life he leads. Volk, on the other hand, is a missionary and 
his disgrace is the more obvious when his homosexuality becomes public and when he 

abandons his pregnant girl friend. In the end Volk and O'Manney go their separate 
ways each convinced that he is better than the other.

This is an account of a boyhood, along with many vignettes of the natives ina 
little Spanish village, affectionately told through the eyes of Daniel, the son of the 
local cheesemaker, as he is about to be sent away to the city- to school. There are 
Daniel's friends, Roque, "The Cowpat" who is daring, the son of the blacksmith, the 
strongest man in the valley, and German, "The Mangy" with his bald patches; there's Sara, 
Roque's older sister who makes his life miserable until the boys stimulate her romance 
with the schoolmaster; Lola, the shopkeeper, a spinster with a watchful eye and evil mind 
for the indulgences of the flesh and Irene, her prodigal sister who is deceived and abandoned; 
Daniel's distant adoration of Mira, 19, and contempt for a small hanger-on, Uca-uca; etc., 
etc. Within the small confines here of both experience- and movement, this is a pleasant 
fusion of naivete and wisdom, humor and tenderness, by a writer well known in his native 
country.

This fictional biography of William Tyndale continues this author's able, and 
often appealing (Sing, Morning Star, The Lion and the kose, esc.) views of historical 
personages. Here is Tyndale, son of a yeoman farmer, wt:ose love of book learning took 
him to Oxford where words of Erasmus sent him on to Cambridge to study Greek so that his 
life's purpose could be accomplished - to translate the Bible into Emglish so that it 
could be accessible to everyone. That this was a heretical act and that convicted 
heretics were condemned to death did not hinder his studies and his efforts to achieve 
his aims.

A story in three parts follows a man and a boy, both derelicts in a world 
which did not give them too much of a break, and their chance encounter- at the end- 
as one is running away from life, and the other toward the "Dream" he is determined 
to fulfill. In Boston Sheldon, leading a lonely existence in a furnished room, afraid 
of losing his job, and more than a little maimed by a crippled leg, finally finds a 
girl to share his life, Marianne, only to learn that though she is indifferent- 
sexually- to him, she is available to other men. While in Chicago Pal grows up in 
poverty trying to spare his kid sister Janie the knowledge of their father's death 
(in an attempted robbery), easing things for her, until- at their mother's death- he 
is unable to make a living for her and he goes on the road. Pal is picked up by 
Sheldon who has left his wife and bought the old Rolls Royce (his “dream"- before 
Marianne) which nullifies his failure, his humiliation. Hoping for some sort of per- 
manent companionship with the boy, and comfort, Sheldon makes the sacrifice which 
returns Pal to Janie in time.... A story which like the earlier A Bargain With God 
has a definite warmth of heart and breadth of faith to give a regenerative lift to 
ordinary lives which might otherwise seemed doomed to defeat.

TOWN WITHOUT PITY $3.95 


Manfred Gregor is the author of The Bridge (translated from the German and 
published here last year). In this second novel he examines the reactions within a 
small German town after the rape of the stepdaughter of a petty official by four 
American soldiers. While 16 year old Karen Steinhoff's identity is still a secret 
the townspeople are shocked and outraged and American officials fear the event will 
be seized upon and inflated for political purposes. But when her identity inevitably 
leaks out during the court martial of the soldiers, attitudes toward her change, due ‘ 
to jealousies and resentment of Karen's well-to-do stepfather; she becomes less a 
victim and more a scapegoat. There are conflicts too among the American military 
principals: Captain Korneff, assigned as defense attorney, finds his sympathies with 
the girl but his convictions - which are opposed to capital punishment, will lead him 
to discredit her on the witness stand. He pleads with Steinhoff to take the girl out 
of the trial but the narrow-minded burgomaster insists on her testimony for his own 
vindication. Korneff does his job all too well, shattering the girl, and finally, mis- 
trusted even by her own family, she drowns herself. An inevitably dramatic story 
handled deftly and with an understanding of motivation.

AN AMERICAN VISITOR $3.95 


This is Joyce Cary's second novel, published here for the first time, which 
along with The African Witch and Mister Johnson deals with the backward reaches of 
Africa and the different areas of unenlightenment- whether indifferent, inflexible 
Colonial Office or shifty, shiftless native. And somewhere outside of these are the 
isolated, well-intentioned, sentimental, absurd blunderers - such as Marie Hasluck, 
the "American Visitor", a newspaper woman who believes that the noble savage is best 
left alone and that the white man,who comes to civilize, only contaminates. While 
running afoul of others there, prospectors, missionaries, British Judge Gore who re- 
presents vested British attitudes, Marie finds a confederate in the District Officer, 
Eustace Bewsher, who is now on the verge of fulfilling an old dream (an "impracticable 
cause" with "undignified methods") -- federating certain districts in this obscure 
district of Nigeria. As the story here moves towards the disastrous fiasco of Bewsher's 
hopes, and Marie's hopes for him, and the guilt with which she is left at his death, 
it is variously comic and tragic, and it is firm evidence of this writer's particular 
perception, irony and indulgence.

AN END TO GLORY $3.00 


In the flimsiest fictional form, this is more properly a moral, intellectual 
and philosophical analysis of the military mind and a soldier's conflicts, which reverse 
from a rather exalted dedication to his profession to his resignation, some twenty years 
later. Jean de Larsan, from an old family, viewing himself as one of the last of the 
Christian knights, relives and retells a sequence of incidents (in many parts of the world 
where he had seen service-- Algeria, Indo-China, etc.) which lead him to realize that war 
is now depersonalized and mechanized; to question whether the soldier is only a policeman 
or an executioner; to argue that combat is no longer a "duel" but a "massacre"; that war- 
a “horrible nonsense" is only neutralized but not justified by the acts of blind courage 
it occasions; and to finally recognize that we are "all caught up together in a vast sin". 
Simon phrases his moral concerns and considerations in an epigrammatic prose ("It is not 
easy to live Corneille in a century of Kafka") and his short, dialectical examination is 
more French in its character and appeal.

FIRE IN THE ICE $5.00 


Iceland-in the period before the western world had been dreamed of- provides the 
setting for a novel built around the powerful figure of a girl grown into woman- Hallgerda- 
who dominated and destroyed most of those who loved her;- her parents, her foster father, 
her husbands. Never a sympathetic figure, she nonetheless exerts an indescribable fasci- 
nation,- her beauty, her vigor, her overweening ambition. She harked back in imagination ~~ 
to her ancestor, Queen Aud; she saw herself as another queen, despite the jibes of her e 
brothers. She would have none of womanly virtues; if she couldn't be a man she would seek 
power otherwise.

Cripple Mah, the 
innocent, abused "hero", is a crippled, poor city boy, anxious to adopt any slogan in order 
to survive, and his wide-eyed humility sets the book's whole tone. Manoeuvered into marriage 
by a pregnant, progressive Party Member, Cripple Mah is left to bring up a son, Liberation 
Mah, alone. His struggles to achieve happiness in a political system where sex and family 
are treated with devastating "realism" are paralleled by the struggles of Professor Chang 
(whom Cripple Mah presently meets) to preserve independent thought, in a country given to 
brain washing. Cripple Mah, in love with one woman, becomes married to a thin scold, is 
put in jail for bigamy, worries over "his" son, and helps another family escape. The 
Professor, also caught by the system, is set to rewriting the Bible. The Professor's final 
comment to Cripple Mah, whose persistent ordinary problems are brought again to his at- 
tention, is that emotional problems will always rise above systems.... This burlesque of a @ ( 
bumbler-through reads oddly in this Chinese idiom, and against a grimly real background. | 
Criticism and humor are so blandly and innocently mixed that the Western reader may confuse 
the real attitudes with the author's anger.

Milner, Jay Appleton-Century-Crofts 
INCIDENT AT ASHTON $4.95 


Philip Arrow, Jr.,returns to his deep South town of Ashton after six years 
in New York to take over the elitorship cf his father's newspaper the Jispatch, Far 
from "liberating" him, New York has had an inverted influence on his feelings about 
his home town and its main concern - segregation. He was forced to leave Ashton once 
before because of what was considered his extreme liberal position, but dismayed by 
what he calls New York's "hothouse" liberalism, he is now determined to align himself 
with the main body of sentiment in his town, going slow. But the death of a Negro who 
was about to test the voting registration laws causes Arrow to take a more discerzrable 
stana. Obviously, Shine Tatum was murdered but the trial of the two men responsivle 
is a mockery of the law and human life. As a final blow to Arrow, his friend Senator 
Windham, who wants to run for governor, gladly undertakes the men's defense. The 
Dispatch and Philip's father are threatened by the loss of their advertisers, one of 
the witnesses against the defendants is driven out of town, and a flaming cross appears 
orn the Arrow lawn. It is the incredibility of this last event which confirms Philip 
Arrow in his decision to stay in Ashton and maintain his newspaper; it's also a com- 
fort for him to feel that he was right in the first place. The core of the story is 
believable enough - its main events have been repreatedly confirmed in newspaper head- 
lines. The caricatures of the novel merely detract from its truth. (LC:61-14642) 


Sedgwick, Frances Minturn Bobbs=Merrill 
POWER AND PURITY $4.50 


A genial account of the tarnished true story of a fabulously rich man, Joseph 
Kisenseits, from the visit to his genteel and presumably grieving wife, Virginia, after 
his death, and the ruin of the great man's pride and joy, a grand English house and 4 
pleasance. This fills in the last months of the life of this lovable autocrat; his dis- 
appointment in his youngest son who chooses to write rather than enter the bank; the 
failure (chicanery here) of a large account the bank had underwritten and Joseph's 
determination to pay off all debts at his own expense; but primarily the destruction 
of his love for his wife, whose "purity" is a fraud, concealing a vicious hatred....

THE CUSTARD BOYS $3 «95 


A first novel deals with the sorry to savage episodes which take place ina 
small, rural English village during the last war and which involve a group of adolescent 
schoolboys, mostly evacuees from London, outsiders, passing time with rather cruel 
diversions (cat hunting, shooting) until they are old enough to fight. If the war pro- 
vides an exaggerated military frame of reference for their limited look at life, it aiso 
motivates some of their activities here: they beat up the son of a harmless conscientious 
objector; they taunt a newcomer, the son of an Austrian-Jewish refugee teacher. It is 
John Curlew who tells the story as he becomes a friend of Mark Stein- a homosexual friend- 
ship which is not strong.enough to withstand the censure of the others when Mark chickens 
out on a planned fight with the village boys. A court martial is held, and a mock 
penalty- before a firing squad, but child's play has its tragic consequences when a live 
round of ammunition is used and Mark is killed....

Andrew is a young scientist, working on the behavior of 
rats, and he meets Margaret at the same time- so that the progress of these two love 
affairs, and the ideas and personalities they reveal, are shown through letters, 
Andrew's diary, etc. Andrew can only see people bevavioristically, as he sees 
animals; Margaret, also unsure, remote, is presently taken away from him by an oppor- 
tunist, and she becomes insane. The physicist represents the point of view that is 
in favor of bomb tests, but Andrew suspects that the human race is doomed- by genetic 
changes from radiation, and that the wild rats are the coming race, developing a 
culture of their own. He withdraws further from people; spends his nights in the rat- 
haunted sewers of London with an old rat catcher; and finally vanishes in the sewers 
altogether.... As science fiction, the idea of a subsidiary species taking over the 
earth is not new, nor altogether convincing. But as a novel it is absorbing, intel- 
ligent, well-written, and the night scenes in the sewers are quite unnerving.

A novel which compasses two generations of a family's life in Nevada ranch- 
ing and mining country. Part One concerns Kate Hunt, gentle, inwardly tormented, who 
hates ranch life and repeatedly leaves her husband Dan, taking along their two small 
daughters, fierce Judy and quiet Laurie. When finally she thinks she has returned 
home for good, Kate unintentionally finds she has fallen in love with an equally 
troubled boy, Starr Talbot, who works on the ranch.

All these characters and the Nevada 
highlands which have held them are presented warmly but a trifle remotely; their re- 
lationship to each other in time is the book's chief concern. A sense of inevitable 
destinies, fatal loves enduring affections, all woven into the pattern of limited, 
small-town life, is conveyed in tense, thoughtful prose. A vigorous- though somewhat 
feminine- and generally interesting book.

A Zulu, an "educated native" with his standard five, whose uncle, 
Kalanga, has his "matric", George is happy and proud of his job with the Finbergs, 
has absorbed from their 19 year old son Abel some ideas of right and wrong, and begins, 
with his "big trouble", to consider what life is like for a non-European in Capetown. 
He is the innocent fall guy for one Jannie Griqua's need to ingratiate himself with 
the local police; through Griqua's manipulations he is the means of his uncle's being 
jailed; and, in his own awakening to the widening areas in which he has been an un- 
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willing agent, he comes to the knowledge that hate and killing are not the ways in which 
a black man can deal with the whites. The laws that restrict the non-Europeans - and how 

they are circumvented by those same people, the type of life they live and the way they o 
talk give this an immediate touch and feel that reflects, in a first novel, much of 

Lytton's The Goddam White Man (Simon & Schuster, P. 24) in a compulsive fashion.

Salinger's two books have created an audience which has made a fetish of every 
nuance of relationship to his own personal life and here - in this cerebral exercise of 
precision in communication - there will be much to implement the saga. For this mirror - 
heid up to Franny and to her brother Zooey in a sharpening light - reflects also their 
mother and their other brothers and the two sections interlink as first Franny, and then 
Zooey, come into focus. For Franny, unable to make her football date understand her con- 
version by The Way of a Pilgrim and the Jesus Prayer, retreats to her home where Zooey 
moves in to dissect her submission to her new concepts.

This is a young surgeon's novel about life in a slum area in London, and about 
Ricky Flint who lives with his parents, a married sister Betsy and her husband Jim, in an 


old house in a neighborhood of pubs and unsavory characters. They are an affectionate 
family, but Ricky, who has had an education and now works as 4 clerk in a department store, 
and Jim, with a wife and baby, want money to escape their harsh surroundings. They become 
involved in a plan to rob the department store, but Jim backs out at the last moment, and 
the gang burns his truck in revenge. Ricky, who has fallen in love with a wild, scrawny 
girl named Cat, now wants out too, and helps Jim fight back. But Jim is wounded in the 
fight, and Ricky, filled with guilt, sets fire to himself accidentally. After a bout in 
the hospital, plastic surgery, and another fight with the gang, he nevertheless joins them 
again, helps commit the robbery, then runs away. Ricky permits the gang to beat him up- 
and thereby finally earns his freedom.... All this is realistically and warmly told, and 
the characters are generally believable, but the odd relation of Ricky to the gang needs 
more explanation. There are perhaps too many good and valid themes here- so that despite 
clean, good writing, and scenes, the total effect is not entirely clear. (LC:61-13244) 


Zara, Louis World 
DARK RIDER $5.95 


A compelling- and exhausting- novel built on the life of Stephen Crane, best 
known today as the author of Red Badge of Courage. If Zara has unearthed authentic 
material, Crane's life was as tempestuous, romantic and adventurous as any of his charac- o q 
ters created in short stories, novels, journalistic writings over the span of his short 
life. Son of a fanatical minister, restricted from all normal outlets by the mores of 
his parents, Crane rebelled at formal education, tried one educational institution after 
another- and wasted the money and the hopes of his parents and his brothers and sister. 
Eventually he turned to journalism - lived on the meagerest of fare - explored the sordid 
Bowery, the red light districts, the haunts of crime - and wrote some cruelly realistic 
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pieces. A victim of successive women, possessive, rapacious, promising him the 
freedom he craved- and then wrapping him in bonds, Crane eventually shifted resi- 
dence to England with the woman (who had once run a brothel in Florida) generally 
accepted by literary lights such as Conrad, Wells, Henry James, and others as his 
wife. This aspect of his life is never mentioned in the sparse notes in literary 
biographical encyclopedias. Better known is his dubious but brilliant record as a 
reporter of wars:- Cuba, Greece, etc. - wars from which he emerzed broken in health, 
but with a teeming- and largely imaginary -mother lode of inspiration. Debts 
plagued him ali his life; he found himself writing against a deadline of promises, 
in order to earn enovgh to get out of debt. And at the end, dying of tuberculosis, 
he knew that he had sacrificed his great gift on the altar of expediency. An era in 
the awakening of American writing is revealed with Stephen Crane recognized- but 
sadly too late.

In the course of some face to face interviews with Khrushchev, Lippmann reported, 
in this series of essays, the conclusions at which he arrived. He feels that no longer 
does the Soviet believe that the U.S. and Germany might attack, but that disarmament is un- 
likely while McCloy is in charge; he does believe that the Western powers are unready for 
an agreement on nuclear testing- since there are, he says, "no neutral men". Lippmann 
feels that Krushchev is adamant now, and only as long as, the Soviet Union has a veto. The 
small wars-the revolutionary ferments- are for him merely an interesting side issue, not a 
cause for going to war (Laos- Cuba, etc.). But his demands in relation to Berlin are still 
the big problem, his feeling of urgency to consolidate the Communist East German State 
before West Germany is rearmed must be recognized and dealt with. In view of the current = | 
interest in the meeting between President Kennedy and Mr. Khrushchev, it is important to 
consider Mr. Lippmann's conclusions:- that Khrushchev will sign a separate peace treaty if 
he cannot get his way- and that his decision as to whether the question is resolved by 
negotiation or a showdown depends on the increase or decrease of supplying nuclear arms to 
West Berlin. The thought is a sobering one. (LC:61-14950)

THE POLITICS OF TOTALITARIANISM $7.50 


The Communist Party of the Soviet Union since 1934, here explored, is the 
third part of an overall study of Soviet Communism, done under a Ford Foundation grant, 
by a professor at Univ. of Wisc. The author admits to frustration in seeking real 
information; what he secured seemed scanty and confusing. Despite this, he manages to 
sort the facts, supplement them with his own and others' theories and opinions (clearly 
identified as such), and bring the total to bear on today's present power struggle. 7 
If the greatest clearcut issue is war or peace, Dr. Armstrong provides many clues to 
the outcome. He concludes from the evidence, for example, that Stalin deliberately 
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withheld from international Communists any knowledge of the Nazi-Soviet Pact because he 
wanted war. When that knowledge was inevitable, they were told that it was important 
for the degenerate capitalist states to fight among themselves. In addition to such 
obvious warnings, this analysis throws some light on the "undispelled murkiness" of 
actual conditions in Russia on economic and cultural as well as political fronts. Not 
light reading, certainly, but crisp and comprehensive enough to make close attention 
rewarding for the politically-minded. Highly valuable as reference material, especially 
since a full description of the various source materials was prepared for the State 
Department and is made available here for consultation.

Nehru emerges from this political biography as a sympathetic figure of sub- 
Stantial intellectual capacity, depicted as devoted to the scientific approach, eager to 
resolve conflicts into open and clearly stated ideas, and "able to represent his mind in 
an easy way". Despite his formal agnosticism, Nehru's ultimate faith in the unity of 
nature is the basis for his early admiration of Gandhi's concept of the spiritualization 
of politics. For Nehru, the meaning of Socialism depends strongly upon human freedom and 
total equality. He permits nationalism a certain limited importance, as a "constructive 
force for progress" - but basically he yearns for the subordination of all political consi- 
derations to one world common goal: the fullest development of the potential of every human 
being. Dr. Das throws fresh light on the Indian passive-resistance movement in the era 
when freedom from Great Britain was sought; anti-colonialism comes into unusually sharp 
focus. India's professed neutralism in world affairs is more readily understood in terms 
of her leader.

Father Carroll has worked with the blind for twenty years, and his excellent, 
enlightened but unsentimental book is directed toward those whe will also work in this 


_ field,- teachers, hospital personnel, social workers, doctors, as well as the families 


of those concerned. He does not discuss the medical aspects of blindness, but how it 
affects those who have lost their sight and the many "losses" which are entailed. 
Blindness is a kind of death, and it requires total rehabilitation- for which a "total" 
rehabilitation center is not only the best but the only answer. At some length, 
Father Carroll discusses the restoration (a term he prefers to rehabilitation) which 
must take place: of psychological security, personal independence, social adequacy, 
self-esteem; of one's basic skills as well as appreciation and enjoyment; of the blind 
man's work potential and work possibilities; etc., etc. Later chapters discuss the 
special problems of different age groups, of those with additional handicaps, of the 
work of different kinds of organizations and the St. Paul's Rehabilitation Center, of 
workers with the blind. It is definite, explicit and extremely aware, and should be 
of longstanding value in the areas in which it is to be used.

Senator Olin D. Johnston of South Carolina, a man whose iong political career has 
not been without merit, deserves a better biography than this by his former pastor. The 
senator can no doubt handle his enemies- what he needs is help in defending himself from 
well-meaning friends like the author. For the work is so naive, so cliche-ridden, and 
above all so utterly uncritical and admiring that it might even make Johnston's own press 
agent blush. In addition, the author has taken care to spare the reader no detail from 
Mrs. Johnston's tonsillectomy years ago to her husband's view on anti-hitch-hiking legis- 
lation. Considering the strongly conservative sentiments of much of his state, the senator ¢ 
has on occasion pursued a remarkably independent course. He was a vigorous opponent of the 
Taft-Hartley Law, for example, and a strong critic of what many called the "numbers game" 
Attorney General Herbert Brownell piayed with security discharges from the government in the 
early Eisenhower days. The author is right in his preface that men like Johnston often get 
overlooked when the history of an era is recorded, but a writer with more skill than his will 
be needed to remedy the situation in this case.

Mr. Harris is an educator and administrator in the Mt. Vernon, N.Y. public 
school system, and his book is a controlled but considered rebuttal of much of the 
unreflective and unfounded criticisms which have been levelled at the schools. Since, 
as he points out, there are 50,000 separately administered school districts in the 
U.S., with no one kind of school, and no "fixed standard" on what may be considered 
the "mastery of a subject", any generalized censure is meaningless. Mr. Harris' 
attack on the "folklore of education" disposes of many myths: that of the "uniform 
student"- intellectual abilities and achievements vary; that of laxity- discipline 
by "punishment" is not always beneficial; that of the "teacher" whose image may be 
stern, dedicated, etc., that of our neglect of the "fundamentals"- or again- the 
gifted child, the non-intellectualism in life adjustment education, or the failure 
of progressive education. There are many anachronisms in the financing of public 
education (the U.S. spends much less than it can afford) and the so-called "public" 
schools are not really free for those who attend them- many cannot meet the extra- 
curricular expenses. In closing, he makes a general commentary on curricular planning, 
potential progress, but also a strong plea for the public's confidence and support.... 
Without the extensive field work of Martin Mayer's The Schools, and certainly less 
dynamic in presentation, still there is much that is sound and justified in Mr. Harris' 
defense of education today which has attracted more abuse than any measure of confi- 
dence- material or otherwise.

Mann, Thomas Knopf 
THE STORY OF A NOVEL $4.00 “ 


Mann's Doctor Faustus is far from being his best novel, but this interesting 
commentary on why it came to be written and under what circumstances goes far to ex- 
plaining many of the enigmas the novel presents. Apparently the idea of writing a 
Faust-theme novel first occurred to Mann in about 1904, but it only came to term in 
1943 when Mann was living in Los Angeles, a distinguished refugee who had denounced 
Nazi barbarism. Having just finished the Joseph sequence, he felt compelled to write 
a novel using this theme that was at once an autobiography, an expansion of his great 
short-story- Death in Venice, and a strenuous if sometimes heavy-handed attempt to 
explain the cultural crisis that was overwhelming not only Germany but all of the 
West. It is in great part the story of the contemporary artist himself, who in order 
to create has made a pact with the devil. The Hero, Adrian Leverkuhn, whose story is 
partially based on Nietzsche's life, is never fully realized in the novel and the 
horror which Mann hoped to evoke does not come off. This book perhaps explains why. 
There were many attendant circumstances in Mann's life at the time (dislocation; the 
downfall of his native land; major surgery) which did not favor the artist or the 
work.... The Story of a Novel is an interesting human and literary document, perhaps 
of special value as biographical material and for his devotees.

For 
this reason, no doubt, he devotes a major portion of the autobiography to the lives 
of his illustrious forebears - the Randolphs of Virginia and the Biddles of Philadelphia, 
dating from their emigration here in the 17th century. Francis Biddle was born in 
Paris in 1886, grew up in Philadelphia in an environment that was predominantly femi- | 
nine due to the fact that his lawyer father died when he was six. Groton, which he 
entered in 1899, was to be the masculine antidote for him and his brothers. He des- 
cribes the type of school life there and later at Harvard, under Charles William 
Eliot when the faculty included such men as George Santayana, William James and 
Kittredge. But the Harvard of fifty years ago was notable also for its club life 
and Biddle recalls its social character with a certain fondness. More rapidly dealt 
with are the years he spent in Harvard Law School, his apprenticeship in the law as 
Justice Holmes' secretary, and his subsequent years as a Philadelphia lawyer interrupted 
with government service. His autobiography is painstaking, a leisurely written and 
certainly an interesting record of a way of life which has surely disappeared. Though 
Francis Biddle was Attorney General during F.D.R.'s administration his book is defi- 
nitely not political.

ART PLUNDER $h .50 


Previously published in Germany and England, this well documented but pon- 
derous book by a German scholar is an account of the "fate of works of art in war, 
revolution and peace" from the days of the early Romans to those of Hitler and 
Goring. Loot has always been the prerogative of the conqueror, whether a general, 
politician or art-avid millionaire; the wonder is that after long centuries of 
plundering so many art treasures from the past still survive. Long before Christ the 
Romans stole statues, gold objects and libraries from Greek and Hebrew temples. In 
1453 Constantinople was devastated by Venetian soldiers, who took much of their loot 
to Venice, including the bronze horses of St. Mark's; centuries later Napoleon stole 
them in turn and sent them to Paris; they are now back in Venice. Priceless art 
treasures were destroyed and stolen in the long and bloody sack of Rome in 1527. The 
Thirty Years War brought further plundering, and the great General Marlborough de- 
manded, and got magnificent paintings from conquered countries. The French Revolution, 
the Napoleonic Wars and the Russian Revolution brought with them looting of private 
collections; in World War II Hitler and his minions confiscated art treasures on 4 
scale beyond belief. In peace-time, too, there has been plundering of art: Lord Elgin 
lifted the Elgin Marbles from Athens on the excuse of saving them from destruction, 
which is partly true; millionaires have acquired pictures and other treasures; museums 
have vied for the loot of former wars. Its fundamentally fascinating subject-matter 
too often obscured by repetitions, long and tedious quotations and a heavy-handed 
style, this book will appeal more to students and historians of art than to the average 
art-lover; librarians and curators of museums should find it a useful work of reference.

* Based largely on unpublished correspondence between Queen Victoria, Viscount 
Palmerston, her Foreign and Prime Minister, and her husband, Prince Albert, this book, 
brilliantly edited by the author of 4 Watcher on the Rhine, Portrait of a Whig Peer, 
etc., must rank as one of the outstanding contributions to the history of Victorian 
politics and policies. The vast Palmerston archives, made available to the author of 
this volume, include the documents on which the book is based: 1200 ms. letters from 
Victoria, 120 from the Prince Regent, more than 4000 from Palmerston. Covering the years 
of Victoria's reign from her accession in 1837 at the age of 18 to Palmerston's death in 
1865 at the age of 81, they deal with almost every facet of British domestic and foreign 
affairs during these 28 years: The Reform Bill; the Spanish Marriage, which nearly wrecked 
Europe; the Crimean War; the rise of Napoleon III; the American Civil War. For both 
Victoria and Palmerston these were years of conflict ranging from early admiration to 
exasperation and, for Victoria, to hatred of her Foreign Minister. That they should clash 
was inevitable. Victoria, tiny and obstinate, married to the Germanic Albert, was a 
consistent reactionary believing in the inalienable rights of monarchs to rule as they 
pleased; Palmerston, implacably Liberal, believed in constitutional monarchies and par- 
liamentary rule. In the end Palmerston won. After many efforts to ruin him, aided by 
Albert, Victoria was forced to accept him as Prime Minister; when he died she mourned him, 
although she was never quite reconciled to him. Edited and written with neither footnotes 
nor unneeded explanations, but including vivid brief biographies of the chief actors in the 
Monarch-Minister drama, this astonishing book will appeal to all historians and students of 
the Victorian era; not for the careless or uninformed reader, it is an indispensable addition 
to all collections of Victoriana.

A sociologist and anthropologist who has shared his findings with an inter- 
ested public (Life in a Mexican Village, Five Families, etc.) further explores the 
Mexican case studies in the culture of poverty in a wholly novel way. He has selected 
a poor family in Mexico City and- through rotating his interviews and tape-recordings - 
gives an inside view of the whole pattern of family life. It is a grim picture that 
emerges, with little of relief by way of humor or compassion (the one for the other) 
or even of love, beyond its sexual manifestations. There is an occasional drive for 
gaiety, for relief from barrenness, and even less frequently a momentary hope for a 
better life. But in the main, life proceeds at the level of bare subsistence (and 
that in terms lower than one cares to accept as living). The father, Jesus Sanchez, 
loses first one "wife", then another, but he at least has a sense of the necessity of 
maintaining a home of sorts for a drifting family. That the room in which they all 
sleep and eat and live - one room for sometimes a half dozen adults and as many 
children! Manuel, despite his peripatetic "marital" career, has some sense of respon- 
sibility about occasionally earning a few pesos; Roberto is completely amoral, his 
thieveries start in his own home- and eventually land him, recurrently, in jail; 
Consuelo and Marta have their men, their babies, their loves and hates and quarrels 
and sniping at each other and the succession of other women that their father and 
brothers bring home. As successive recordings are read, one often gets different 
sides of the same argument, different interpretations of the same events. And at the 
close, when the father sums up his simple goals: "to give the kids what he can" at 


least they go on living and growing ... until they can earn their own living. I want 
to leave them a room, that's my ambition....so they can live there together....Just a 
modest place they can't be thrown out of...." and so- in the reporting, there is 


compassion. A strange book to place. Sociologists - professional and the armchair 
variety - will find it important. Whether the general public - to whom this is no 
Middletown - has enough of social conscience to spread to Mexico- is a question. We 
feel the market will be special.

While it covers almost 
day by day annotations of his experience as a gunner with an Artillery Heavy Regiment in 
France, soon after D Day, to the time when he was injured and invalided home in 1944, it 
alternates between the immediate circumstances to more metaphysical considerations; the 
excitement or "extrasensory" attributes of action under fire; to thoughts of death which 
is “incidental, The great fear is in being alive"; to softer memories of home occasioned 
by the villages through which they pass, the children seen, etc., etc. While necessarily 
sketchy, it is intense in feeling, spontaneous, personal, an artist's landscape of life 
and death of a rather special character.
